When first-time rider Zach Smith of Rochester 
prepared for the 197-mile Pan Mass bike ride across most 
of the state of Massachusetts in support of the Jimmy 
Fund and Dana Farber, he didn't really know what to 
expect. 

"The weekend started off with mixed emotions/' 
said Smith, who joined the locally based Team oN A 
Mission for the ride. "As I headed to Sturbridge on Friday 
night, I wasn't sure what I was getting myself into as a 
first-time rider - but I was excited for the journey." 

If Smith was at first unsure about his decision to 
ride from western Massachusetts to the tip of the Cape 
in Provincetown, his conscience was finally put at ease 
somewhere around Dennis, about midway through the 
team's second and final day on the road.

Most of the members of Team oN A Mission, 
who raised $16,770 in last year's event, are from the Tri- 
Town area, including Sarah Marchisio, a friend of Smith's, 
who started the team in memory of her mother Nancy 
(the N-A-M in the team's name), who passed away from 
cancer in 2010. After going out to support Marchisio last 
year (who was riding with only one friend at the time). 
Smith and his sister Abbey, a friend of Sarah's, decided to

he said. 'This is for the townspeople. That's why we keep 
the food so inexpensive, for instance, as excellent as it is.

What is SSAC? Just another mundane government 
acronym? Well, yes and no. SSAC is the State Student 
Advisory Council. It is a government council, but it's far 
from mundane. SSAC is made up of over 60 peer-elected 
students from Massachusetts' s five regions: Southeast, 
Greater Boston, Northeast, Central and Western. 
Altogether, this diverse group of high school students 
represents the entire student population in Massachusetts 
- a number around one million. 

Furthermore, SSAC is unique in the United States. 
No other state has a student advisory council in which a 
student chairman is elected by his or her peers to sit as 
a voting member of the state's Board of Education. This 
year, Daniel Brogan from Dennis-Yarmouth Regional High 
School was elected as Chairman. 

As one of the Old Rochester Regional 
representatives at the Southeast Regional Student

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Advisory Council, I was elected to be one of the state 
delegates serving on SSAC. Last year, SSAC helped 
with the state's new lunch nutrition plan and with 
implementing the state's new teacher evaluation process, 
which now includes student feedback. This year, we 
decided to address Massachusetts' s slow advancement in 
digital learning. 

Earlier this month, SSAC held its annual 
three-day leadership conference at the Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education in Maiden, where 
the group also holds its bimonthly meetings throughout 
the school year. The conference was to prepare this year's 
SSAC for the upcoming school year. There are a lot of 
discussions to have and decisions to be made before one 
can start improving the education of a million students. 

Throughout the three-day conference, we did 
team-building activities, discussed potential changes in 
our SSAC bylaws, and filled the room with educational 
energy. Most importantly, we discussed what kind of 
impacts we wished to make throughout the year, and 
how we could go about turning these wishes into tangible 
results. 

We listened to five presentations on topics we 
could focus on as a council. We had a choice of digital 
learning, teacher evaluations, PARCC (the potential 
replacement to English and math MCAS), college and 
career readiness, or nutrition. After many questions and

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

for the sheer delight factor. Ice cream tastes good. We love 
it and have learned over vast eons of time how to create 
sweet delicious tastes like ice cream. 

As a kid growing up, ice cream was a special 
treat, not something that was regularly purchased and 
stored in the freezer. We didn't have a freezer and an 
icebox wouldn't keep ice cream frozen for very long. So, 
ice cream was something to be cherished and enjoyed 
only as a special treat. 

Birthdays always included a cake (yes, you may 
recall my mother enjoyed convenience cooking, so our 
birthday cakes were from packages), and our favorite 
flavor of ice cream. In the summer, we'd take a ride to 
either Dainty Maid Ice Cream or Howard Johnson's, both 
located in East Wareham back in the 1950s, or Gulf Hill 
Dairy (known today as Oxford Creamery) for a cone of 
something wonderful. How I loved to see that billboard 
with the 3D cows protruding from it. It had to be the 
coolest sign ever to a kid. 

The most adventurous flavors back then would 
have been ice creams like maple walnut, chocolate chip, 
frozen pudding, grapenut and maybe rocky road. But 
honestly, I never heard of rocky road until I was an adult. 
We were happy with vanilla, chocolate and strawberry 
with possibly chocolate sprinkles. You might be interested 
to know that today, in spite of all the flavors available, 
vanilla reigns supreme at numero uno over all the others. 
The fragrance and taste of vanilla is intoxicating. 

The Old Farmers' Almanac tells us that as far 
back as 54 A.D., Roman emperors were sending their 
slaves into the mountains to bring back ice. The ice would 
be mixed with honey and fruit pulp for a sherbet-like 
concoction. Many decades later, historical records from 
China document "ice men" being deployed into the

mountainsides to collect ice for the palaces. The rulers 
craved a treat that incorporated fermented milk, flour and 
camphor with the ice. That doesn't sound anywhere near 
as appealing as what the Romans were eating, but taste is 
very subjective, isn't it? 

The history of ice cream continues through the 
ages. Our early colonists brought recipes with them from 
Europe, which also blended ice and fruits. Famous for 
many things. President Washington's 1782 inventory of 
personal effects lists a "cream machine" for ice. In 1843, 
Nancy Johnson of Philadelphia applied for a patent for an 
artificial freezer that included a tub, cylinder, lid, dasher 
and crank. This type of device is still widely used today. 
Italo Marchiony applied for an ice cream cone patent in 
1903. And finally, by 1939, grocery stores were carrying 
commercially produced ice cream, even though most 
homes couldn't store it. 

Okay, here's a cool (pun intended) dinnertime 
conversation theme: Which well-known political figure 
from the U.K. helped developed soft serve ice cream? 
Believe it or not, there is some evidence that the esteemed 
Margaret Thatcher, former Prime Minister of the U.K., 
was part of a team of university science majors who 
developed the technique for whipping air into ice cream, 
hence producing soft serve. Soft serve ice cream can be 
made in two ways: by whipping tons of air into the hard 
version or by using liquefied sweetened milk mixture that 
is frozen, blended and pumped with air to achieve a soft, 
silky ice cream. Here is the U.S., two ice cream brands 
claim to be the first to introduce us to this gooey "must 
eat it fast" stuff - Dairy Queen and Carvel. 

Time is running out, and I haven't even touched 
on ice cream cakes! 

If there is ice cream, then there must also be ice 
cream sundaes. Buffalo & Ithaca, NY; Evanston, 111.; Two 
Rivers, Wise; all claim to have been the first to invent the 
ice cream sundae. 

Oh, before I forget, let me touch on the soda 
fountains that were once a fixture in many drug stores. At 
the turn of the last century, pharmacists saw a business

opportunity with the advent of soda water flavored 
sweetly. Thus, they installed soda fountain equipment, 
where they served tall, cool drinks. In 1874, one Robert 
Green is credited with creating the first ice cream soda 
to celebrate Philadelphia's sesquicentennial. A personal 
favorite of mine combines vanilla ice cream with cola. 

The popularity of soda fountains can't be 
overstated. By 1916, there were 100,000 soda fountains in 
New York City alone. Fast foot outlets replaced the soda 
fountains and marble counters that were so common in 
every nook and cranny around our great country. Another 
lovely institution bit the dust. 

But when all is said and done on the history of ice

cream, it was really the Italians who in the 17th century 
blended a frozen dessert that would become gelato for 
them and ice cream for us. There are differences between 
these two frozen bits of heaven; basically, the amount of 
fat, churning processes and temperatures, but the basic 
idea of ice cream can be granted to those artisans.

So, Fve decided that this coming 
winter when the weather cramps my roving style and 
forces me to play in my kitchen versus my gardens, 
ril take on the challenge of making my own ice cream.

The volunteer-led organization that campaigns 
against fossil fuels was granted a conditional parade 
permit by the Board of Selectmen on Tuesday night 
pending approval by the Fire Department. The faith-based 
group, formally known as the Better Future Project, plans 
to stop and spend the night in Marion during its Energy 
Exodus: March From Coal to Cape Wind event that begins 
later this month. 

Ben Thompson, a representative from the Better 
Future Project, estimated his group's participation in 
Energy Exodus at 100 to 300 people. The march is slated 
to begin at the Brayton Point coal plant in Somerset 
on August 28 and end in Barnstable on September 2. 
Thompson said the group will stay overnight at St. 
Gabriel's Church - both inside and on the grounds - 
while in Marion, which drew concern from the Selectmen, 
as well as Police Chief Lincoln Miller, particularly when 
Thompson admitted he has never actually seen the venue. 

"You might want to take a look while you're in 
town tonight," Selectman Steve Cushing said. "It's very 
small. There is very limited space in the courtyard." 

Chairman Jody Dicker son agreed. 

"I have no problem with the parade and march 
in Marion," he said. "But the church is not designed for 
sleeping quarters. We just want to make sure everyone is 
safe." 

Thompson said that organizers could make the

decision to shuttle overflow crowds to churches in New 
Bedford via 12-passenger vans, but both Miller and the 
Selectmen lamented the potential problems such a last- 
minute decision could pose. 

'This could be the makings of a disaster, if there 
is a fire or something like it,'' said Selectman John Henry, 
who pushed for an around-the-clock Fire Department 
presence. "We have a responsibility to the residents of our 
town." 

The officials insisted on improved communication 
from the Better Future Project, and approved the permit 
provided Fire Chief Thomas Joyce can work with 
organizers on a plan.

Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
addressed the Old Rochester Regional School District 
budget, which because of the disparity between 
expected and actual state funds, will require increased 
appropriations from Marion and Mattapoisett. Marion's 
tab will come to roughly an additional $18,000. 

Dawson said that officials have planned a 
''budget summit" for the early fall, to take place among 
Town Administrators and Finance Committee members 
from the Tri-Town, as well as Superintendent Doug White. 

"It's a chance to think about, to talk about, the 
process that we're going to use next year," Dawson said. 
"An open dialogue helping us to see each other's issues 
and where each other is coming from." 

Cushing called the additional $18,000 "not 
a painless hit," while Dicker son said he wished the 
ORR administration had listened to Marion's Finance 
Committee, which advised the school district to not use 
the more optimistic budget figures.

Two Hearings on Light Agenda 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Marilou Newell 

Mattapoisett' s Zoning Board of Appeals made 
short work of the two hearings that came before the 
members last night. 

The first application was from Brian and Susan 
Kvilhaug of 2 Beech Tree Lane. The Kvilhaugs had 
completed major renovations to the basement of the 
residence without seeking any permits for electrical, 
plumbing and interior renovations that ultimately 
changed the basement into a family apartment. 

Building Inspector Andrew Bobola asked 
the Board to amend the applicants' application from 
basement renovations to a "family-related" apartment. 
The Board accepted the request of both the applicants and 
the Building Inspector, voting to approve the amended 
application. 

The only other hearing was for Earl Scott of 
44 Brandt Beach Avenue to modify a non-conforming 
structure. He requested permission to remove and 
reconstruct an outbuilding. This was easily approved, 
with no issues. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is scheduled for September 19. 

Big Help Coming for Zoning Bylaws 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 
By Marilou Newell 
Mattapoisett' s Planning Board had only one 
item on its agenda: a meeting with Sandy Conaty, 
Comprehensive Planning Manager from SRPEDD. But 
this meeting is perhaps the beginning of massive zoning 
changes that will shape the complexion of Mattapoisett 
for decades to come. 

The Board had submitted their comprehensive 
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master plan to SRPEDD to get ''the ball rolling, to get the 
road map started/' Chairman Tom Tucker said. 

Mattapoisett had applied for and received grant 
money to work with SRPEDD to get expert assistance as 
the Planning Board and other entities move forward in 
shaping the future of Mattapoisett land use. 

Noting that the present zoning bylaws are 
a patchwork quilt that has been added to over time, 
inhibiting the public's ability to easily and clearly 
understand the objective of any bylaw. Board member 
Ron Merlo said, "I have a concern that, through the ages, 
things have been put on and put on and put on . . . things 
need to be cleaned up. I'd like to see some administrative 
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assistance to make things easier to use/' 

He added that, oftentimes, residents and others 
have to go back and forth between various boards 
charged with handling zoning issues, and he felt the 
town could do a much better job for the public and the 
necessary improvements the town needs in the future. 

Conaty said she had started going through the 
housing bylaws and the five-year update of priority 
protection areas, but had not yet tackled review of the 
master plan. She was aware of the effort the town has 
put into trying to secure public opinion on the future of 
open space and recreational areas. She will be looking at 
bylaws that will help the town address diverse land use 
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needs. 

Several members said that the lack of zoning 
bylaws for utilities like solar and wind need to be 
addressed so that they wouldn't be blindsided, as they 
were when a telecommunication tower slid past their 
purview. 

Conaty asked if the Board members had studied 
zoning bylaws from other towns to acquaint themselves 
with what is working well in those locations. None had 
to date, but thought that might be a good starting point. 
Dartmouth, Conaty said, used a good model for zoning 
with the establishment of sectors. She said that each 
zoning sector simply had to look at the packet for that 
specific type of permitting to know what the town would 
require, rather than skipping from one board to another 
asking if their involvement was needed in the process. 

"If your property is in the business district, that's 
all you need to look at," Conaty said. 

Board member Karen Field said, "I think people 
move to Mattapoisett for its quaintness, its schools; it's 
a special space," intimating that Dartmouth's land use 
might not work well for Mattapoisett. Conaty assured her 
that she was not recommending their bylaws or zoning 
districts but their format, which may be useful. 

"I've been wondering about signage," Member 
Mary Crain said. It was pointed out that depending on 
where the sign is proposed, or the use of the location. 
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dictated the type of sign that would be allowed. However, 
one has to skip around the bylaws to ascertain what the 
requirements are. This was one example of the present 
convoluted condition of the zoning bylaws. 

Merlo commented, "Things like that are missing, 
and it's a great opportunity to incorporate things.'' 

Conaty said another item that might be beneficial 
was a table for parking requirements. She pointed to 
Seekonk as a town that had done a good job in making 
parking requirements clear. 

Tucker suggested that the public be made aware 
of the process and the assistance that SRPEDD will be 
providing through this grant. Member John Mathieu said 
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that one bylaw at a time should be tackled in upcoming 
meetings, rather than trying to attack everything all at 
once. Tucker said he wanted to give the public ample 
opportunity to understand the work at hand, the 
importance of their input, in the hope that by doing so, 
residents won't feel left out of the process and would 
actually come forward and participate. 

Conaty said it's vitally important that the public 
understand SRPEDD is not writing bylaws but instead 
assisting in format changes that will make the bylaws 
easier to understand and work with. She said she would 
submit a process flowchart with deliverables and goals so 
that everyone could work toward better bylaws. 

Time once again became the enemy, as the Board 
looked at how to pack in public hearings by December. 
The deadline for using the grant money and completing 
the work is December 31. 

The public will be invited to participate in a 
"Framework Meeting" on September 16 to kick off the 
review of the town's zoning bylaws. The first meeting 
will give the Board the opportunity to show the public an 
overview of the entire process and what zoning bylaws 
will be addressed at each subsequent meeting until all 
had been reviewed and rewritten in the updated format. 
In this way, people with only interest or special interest in 
specific bylaws need not necessarily attend all the public 
meetings; just those they were most interested in. 
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''SRPEDD will make recommendations ... on 
what the Planning Board can do to improve the layout of 
the bylaw, with better continuity of the bylaw/' Conaty 
said. "Overall, to make it more understandable." 

The Planning Board discussed ways to engage 
the public, noting that the poor showing thus far to 
an invitation to take the land use survey online was 
dismal at best. To date, only 60 residents have completed 
the survey. Public hearing notices will be sent to local 
newspapers and possibly fliers left in public locations. 
Engaging the public to solicit their opinion on the future 
of Mattapoisett' s land use continues to be an ongoing 
struggle, but has been deemed necessary for the future 
health of the community. The survey can be found on the 
town's website at www.mattapoisett.net. 

Officials Struggle for Solar Solidarity 

Marion Planning Board

With Town Counsel Jon Witten and Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey in attendance to help 
navigate them through the working language of a bylaw 
intended for fall Town Meeting, the Marion Planning 
Board and Energy Management Committee met for 
another two and a half hours on Monday night to 
hammer out a policy on solar installations. 

While members of the Planning Board - including 
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Chair Patricia McArdle and former Chair Jay Ryder 
- extolled the "common ground'' officials from the 
two entities had reached on guidelines for general-use 
ground-mounted residential installations after months 
of deliberations, infighting, and a divisive spring Town 
Meeting, a sticking point on regulations for solar farms in 
residential districts continued to stick. 

Those regulations, as currently written in the 
potential bylaw, would allow landowners in residential 
districts to install extensive arrays on property greater 
than three acres with setbacks of at least 100 feet, with the 
purpose of selling back solar energy to the power grid. 
They would require a special permit and major site plan 
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review. 

"Solar farms by their nature are commercial 
projects/' said Planning Board Member Ted North, 
arguing that an alteration of zoning policy could be 
problematic for future governance and detrimental for 
property values. "There's no difference between solar 
energy generation and small industrial gas turbines." 

"I completely disagree," EMC Member Jennifer 
Francis responded. "It's much less intrusive than what 
you're talking about. It's a totally different animal." 

Planning Board Vice Chair Stephen Kokkins 
reminded the parties about the possibility of separating 
the solar farm portion from the rest of the Solar Bylaw, 
while Ryder made the case for discarding it altogether. 

"We're biting off more than we can chew," Ryder 
said. "We have come so far with the Energy Management 
Committee, and now we're starting to muddy the water a 
little bit. It's really important that the EMC and Planning 
Board are together on this bylaw. I think we're getting a 
little far afield in discussing solar farms." 

As he would all evening. Planning Board 
Member Norm Hills, also an EMC member and solar 
advocate, disagreed with Ryder's view, as well as that 
of Kokkins and North, while Planning Board members 
Steve Gonsalves, Rico Ferrari, and McArdle maintained a 
neutral position in advance of a Public Hearing on Sept. 3. 

As it stands, officials will present three options

Kick-Ass 2. Starring Aaron Taylor-Johnson and Chloe 
Grace Moretz. Directed by Jeff Wadlow. Running time:

The problem with being shocking is that you can 
only shock once. 2010's Kick- Ass packed a fair amount of 
shock for those who hadn't read the comic book it was 
based on. Here was a high-school boy, Dave Lizewski 
(Aaron Johnson), who took to the streets in costume as the 
self-styled superhero Kick- Ass and found that fighting 
crime was grubbier and bloodier than it usually was in 
the comics. Here also was an eleven-year-old moppet. Hit 
Girl (Chloe Grace Moretz), who rattled off unprintables 
and drenched entire rooms with the arterial spray of 
gangsters. The whole affair was a winking satire of what 
the superhero genre had become, in comics and in the 
movies. 

But, again, this sort of thing can only be fresh 
once. The Kick- Ass comic's creators — writer Mark Millar, 
artist John Romita Jr. — turned out two sequels to the first 
series (Hit Girl and Kick- Ass 2), and are currently cranking 
out a third. The comics, trying to top the original story, 
have gotten progressively nastier. The movie Kick- Ass 2, 
based on elements drawn from the first two follow-ups, 
softens those elements considerably. Gone, for instance, is 
a scene in which Kick- Ass' nemesis (Christopher Mintz- 
Plasse), who went by Red Mist in the first film but has 
rechristened himself an Oedipal twelve-letter word best 
omitted from these pages, guns down four little kids and 
goes on to rape Kick- Ass' girlfriend. The movie, show- 
ing more satirical wit than Mark Millar did, short-circuits 
the rape before it begins, and no little kids are harmed. 
In some ways the movie is more ruthless: the Oedipal 
twelve-letter word will not be back for Kick- Ass 3. 

Written and directed by Jeff Wadlow, Kick- Ass 2 
does deliver spatially clean action set-pieces that build 
nicely and sometimes, as when a fearsome brute called 
Mother Russia deals with a pack of cops, outdo what John 
Romita Jr. drew. The Kick-Ass movies have also succeeded 
in attracting eccentric stars for support: the first film

Hook misgivings later, as a superhero team leader named 
Colonel Stars and Stripes. Carrey satirizes this gravel- 
voiced born-again-Christian hero but doesn't ridicule 
him — in his way, the Colonel is a man of honor trying to 
redeem his past as a mob enforcer. When Carrey leaves 
the movie, a substantial amount of energy goes with him. 

The movie is most interesting when Hit Girl, now 
living with a cop guardian and trying very hard to be a 
nice girl named Mindy Macready navigates the social 
pitfalls of high school (she's fifteen now). Hit Girl has al- 
ways been a bit softer onscreen than on the page, because 
Chloe Moretz projects the warmth and charisma denied 
her comic-book predecessor, and she's fun to watch here 
when trying to cope with mean girls in the cafeteria. The 
least interesting character continues to be poor benighted 
Kick- Ass himself, who functions here only as a target for 
the Oedipal twelve-letter word's vengeful fury. He often 
gets lost in the crowd — many of the folks on the Colo- 
nel's team, like Night Bitch (Lindy Booth) or the parents 
looking for their missing son, are far more intriguing. 
They do it, like Batman, out of pain; Kick- Ass didn't. 

The Kick- Ass franchise has been a reliable piggy- 
bank for Millar and Romita, though it might not look as 
bright on Universal' s books — Kick- Ass 2 doesn't seem to 
be packing 'em in on its first weekend, and might peter 
out much as the Oedipal twelve-letter word does. The 
comics haven't been particularly inspiring either — just 
more of the same foul language and slice 'n' dice and 
political correctness used as a pinata. Some things just 
shouldn't be ongoing concerns, and perhaps the satirical 
world of Kick- Ass is one of them. The first Kick- Ass comic 
and the first Kick- Ass movie said that the concept of super- 
heroes is absurd, an idealistic bubble that pops bloodily 
against the sharp edges of reality. Once you've said that, 
what can you say that isn't merely saying it again louder?

Mosquito Information From Mattapoisett 

On August 2, the Board of Health was notified 
of a mosquito testing positive for West Nile virus in 
Mattapoisett. The Mattapoisett Board of Health wants to 
remind residents that people have an important role to 
play in protecting themselves and their loved ones from 
illnesses caused by mosquitoes. 

The public can take simple and effective 
prevention steps to reduce the chance of being bitten by 
mosquitoes. 

Be Aware of Peak Mosquito Hours: The hours 
from dusk to dawn are peak biting times for many 
mosquitoes. Consider rescheduling outdoor activities that 
occur during evening or early morning. 

Clothing Can Help Reduce Mosquito Bites: 
Wearing long sleeves, long pants and socks when 
outdoors will help keep mosquitoes away from your skin. 

Apply Insect Repellent When Outdoors: Use 
a repellent with DEET, permethrin, picaridin, oil of 
lemon eucalyptus. DEET products should not be used 
on infants under two months of age and should be used 
in concentrations of 30 percent or less on older children. 
Oil of lemon eucalyptus should not be used on children 
under three years of age. 

Drain Standing Water: Mosquitoes lay their eggs 
in standing water. Limit the number of places around 
your home for mosquitoes to breed by either draining or 
discarding items that hold water. Check rain gutters and 
drains. Empty any unused flowerpots and wading pools, 
and change water in birdbaths frequently 

Install or Repair Screens: Keep mosquitoes 
outside by having tight-fitting screens on all on your 
windows and doors.
